MEETING MINUTES 


Japanese Alpinists Climb at Jasper 


CONVENTION 


Mr. Wjm. Woodside and her 
grand-daughter of Asquith, Sask.

A meeting lof the Council o£ 
Merton Municipal District was 
held in Winona Schoolhouse on 
Saturday, July 25th, when there 
were present* tjhie Reeve and all 
thte Councillors. 

The minutes of the last 
meeting were read and passed, on 
motion of Clr. Heard. 

The Council then went iihto dis 
cussion /of the problem of road 
work. The Secretary presented a 
statement showing the financial 
position of the Municipal Dis 
trJfct at the present time. The 
statement showed that, after prov 
viding for all possible liabilities 
and setting aside a reserve of 
$15,0€0i for school * opeeations, a 
surplus remained of •$4,800. After 
a full discussion it was moved 
and earned that the amount al¬ 
lotted for road work expenditure 
for t he current year be increased 
by/ one mill on the previous year’s 
assessment. For the benefit of 
those ratepayers interested, it 
it may be explained that this does 
not mean an increase in taxation 
The additional road work ex¬ 
penditure it taken from’ The sur¬ 
plus created in previous years. 

Considerable municipal cor¬ 
respondence was dealt with by 
the Council. 

Accounts and road sheets, 
amounting to $1,566.63 were 
submitted to the Council, and 
passed for payment on mlotion of 
Clr. Cameron. 

The Council then sat as a court 
of Revision for thte purpose of 
Rearing appeals on new assess¬ 
ments. 

The date of the next meeting 
was left to the call of the Reeve, 
and the Council then adjourned. 


The delegates being fewer in 
nu|mbei by soine four or five than 
were present a year ago, all re¬ 
presented the provincial consti¬ 
tuencies of Ri’bistone, Wainwright 
Alexandria and Vermilion 
which will be roughly ' speaking 
the New Battle River Constituen¬ 
cy after the Federal election tak¬ 
es place. Consequently th£f part 
of the constituency w r a,s better re¬ 
presented than it has beep for 
some years previous. 

One outstanding feature }s that 
practically all the delegates are 
taking m/ore part in . the dis'cuss- 
ion from year to year.,’ thus ; .show- 
injgl that they are taking imjjre in¬ 
terest in public affairs thait they 
did before. 

Two resolutions oif Banking 
which, were spoken 0# by Mr. C. 
E|ast of Vermilion f!m lover half 
an hour took considerable j time, 
one asked for the removal of re¬ 
strictions from the Past Office 
Savings which eian *.-oipy accept 
some fifteen hundred doll^ts per 
year from Any one..depositor and 
witjhi a maximum amount of only 
five thousand dollarsaigv 
one depositor” ‘ 
can only - draw up' to 
twenty-five dollars per day. at 
any tine. \)ur member brought 
this matter to the acting minister 
of finance in the h’Puse last year 
and asked for the restrictions to 
be removed so that it would be 
possible for depositors to take ad¬ 
vantage of tlhe system and also it 
would mean that the Gc/vernment 
would have a ‘chance to have a 
great deal more money at its dis¬ 
posal . The Province of Alberta 
saving certificates sell readily at. 
four and one half per cent, why 
three for the Dominion Savings 
Bank? 

The other resolution asked for 
the establishment of a cfentral 
Federal Bank where government 
Bonds could .be discounted and 
thus affect a great saving 1 which 
at present goes to the private 
Chartered Banks 

Towards the end of the first 
day, Mr. R. J. Lioive M,LA.. gave 
a very interesting talk on the dif¬ 
ferent pools very much along the 
same lines as when he spoke when 
organizing in t.hfis district in 
June He made the remark that 
wfhere there were golod live UF.A. 
locals that the meetings were bet¬ 
ter attended and a larger sign up 
olbtaind. 

A delegate rose and compli¬ 
mented Mr. Love on his address 
and said he had learned more of 
interest than he had during the 
rest of the afternoon. Of course 
where this particular delegate 
came from they had not had a 
speaker on the pools during the 
drive. 

President, H. W. Wood review¬ 
ed the forward steps of the 
farmers organizations in Alberta 
from the time of the Society of 
Equity to which he belonged ur> 
td the work of forming the vari-

*■* * Alpine Club, six noted Jap¬ 
anese Alpinists have left Jasper 
Park Lodge, at Jasper, Alberta, 
for a twenty-five days’ trip into 
the Columbia Icefield, one of the 
least-known portions of the Can¬ 
adian Rockies. Their trip will 
take them to the headwaters of the 
Athabasca and North Saskatche¬ 
wan Rivers,, and an endeavor will 
be made to climb Mount Alberta, a 
v'kgin peak which has so far de¬ 
fied all efforts to conquer its 
higher slopes. Members of the 
party state that if the territory 
lives up to their expectations it 
will attract hundreds of Japanese 
Alpinists annually. The expedi¬ 
tion is elaborately equipped scien¬ 
tifically and the equipment in¬ 
cludes still and motion picture 


cameras and a complete dark room 
with which pictures will be de¬ 
veloped in the field. Three Swiss 
guides, Heinruch Fuhrer, Hans 
Kohler, and Jean Webber, from 
Jasper Park Lodge, are accom¬ 
panying the party and five guides 
and forty horses from the outfit¬ 
ting stables of Fred Brewster, are 
being used on the trip. This is the 
largest party which has left the 
Lodge this year, and the first party 
of Japanese Alpinists to tackle 
some of the untried fields of the 
Canadian Rockies.

Having received orders to pat¬ 
rol from McPherson to Dawson 
City. Inspector Fitzgerald to«ok 
with him the two constables, Tay¬ 
lor and Gilchrist, with Carter— 
who had previously been in the 
Force, as a guide. From a diary, 
found later on the insector’s 
body, it appears that on reaching 
Little Wind River, Carter prov¬ 
ed to be at fault as to the route, 
and after wandering about for 
so,me time. Fitzgerald decided to 
return to McPherson, as they 
were running short of food. Be¬ 
fore long they werfe reduced to 
killing and eating^ tlheir dogs, 
but they struggled trh gamely un¬ 
til at length, thirty miles from the 
Fort, Taylor and (Si^hrist were 
completely exhausted,' and could 
go noi further;, Lciting them in 
a brush carap.nyth all the sleeping 
robes and sueh feeft as remained,

push on, hoping to yea cm the Fort 
and send back Jhelip* They actu¬ 
ally got within ten miles of their 
destination, and then both men 
succumbed.

For eight years, 1904 to, 1912, 
I had the (honour to belong to 
the Royal North-West Mounted 
Police of Canada, and during my 
service I came across several in¬ 
teresting instances o® “second- 
sight” among th e Eskimos. Two 
cases in particular made a deep 
impression upon my mind, and I 
propose to set down here exactly 
what happened and leave the 
reader to forai his own conclus¬ 
ions. 

The Eskimos of tlh e west coast 
of Hudson Bay, amongst whom I 
toolk the census in 1910, believe 
that their destinies are ruled by 
spirits, or “angelcoks,” and that 
any infringement of certain trib¬ 
al laws will bring down upon 
them summary punishment from 
the outraged spirits.

trances, and then asked hi(m ques 
tions as to the whereabouts of 
the vessel and the safety of (her 
crew.

Th e second instance was even 
more startling. In March 1911, 
it had been arranged tlh at I 
should patrol as fas as Ranken 
Inlet, two hundred and fitfty 
south of Fullerton, taking my 
census returns wlith me, and to 
thjere connect with, a patrol from 
Fort Churchill commanded by 
Sergeant Borden. Each of us 
was to wait three dayts beyond a 
specified time of meeting to al¬ 
low for unfavorable weather con¬ 
ditions . 

Two day’s journey 1 from Rank- 
ken Inlet I reached old Peter’s 
camp, out of sheer curiosity ask¬ 
ed him if h e would exercise his 
•occult powers and tell me how 
Bordne’s partol was faring. I 
had encountered Very bad weat¬ 
her myself, and was a little anxi 
ous about them. Peter duly pias 
sed into a trance, and told me 
th,at my comrades had encount 
ered great hardships: he feared 
they were entirely lost. This so 
impressed me—perhaps because

ozark Ripley devotion to out¬ 

door sports came 
to me this summer in July on the 
Nipigon River in the rapids just below 
the Canadian Pacific bridge at 
Nipigon, Ont. 

It all happened late in the evening. 
The trout at this point are the most 
famed and largest brook trout in the 
world. But just at that time they 
were not striking as usual on account 
of the exceedingly cold night. How¬ 
ever, I decided to go to the river to 
try out a little split bamboo bait 
casting rod, 2% ounces, that I had 
made for casting very light lures. It 
would be a revelation to myself and 
other anglers to take trout in this 
manner, when fly casting is the vogue. 

The water under the Canadian 
Pacific bridge, and below for a 
quarter of a mile at least, flows like a 
millrace. I attached to my line a 
small weighted feather casting min¬ 
now, just to see if the little rod would 
shoot it. At the first try I shot the 
lure at least 125 feet across the water 
toward the west bank and in the 
opposite edge of fast water. 

The very instant that the tiny lure 
struck the water the second of the 
only two large rainbow trout that 
up to then had ever been taken out 
of the Nipigon rose and seized my 
lure. He was a monster. It seemed an 
impossible accomplishment ever to 
land that fish with the little rod and 
the fine nine-pound test casting line. 
The thrill that came in that approach¬ 
ing darkness was incredible. The

That bear did not become apprised of 
my presence until he made a lunge 
for the fish, missed it as it leaped out 
of the water, and then scrambled for 
the bank to get a better survey of his 
expected prey. That very moment he 
got a whiff of the man scent, wheeled 
and scrambled as fast as he couicl for 
the thicket of spruce along the sheer 
hillside. 

And then the thrill of thrills oc¬ 
curred in the darkness as I roughed 
that spent rainbow, and brought him 
along the coarse, narrow sand bank 
where, as he was far too large for my 
landing net, I fell on top of him and 
held him captive with my hands and 
knees until his strength was entirely 
exhausted.—New York World.

The reason for, and the back¬ 
bone of strength of, Ajutiocracy 
was the acceptance and perform¬ 
ance of the responsible acts of 
government. 

Democracy, to the successful, 
must accept and perform the re¬ 
sponsible acts of government. 

In earlier stages of civilization 
it was but natural that Autoc¬ 
racy shoud gain power. It did so 
because it served a useful func¬ 
tion. The placing of responsibili¬ 
ty into the hands of the head of 
the family, and then to the clan 
leader, then to tjhje tribe leader, 
and later to the king, were each 
steps forced upon man by the 
necessities with w/hich he was 
faced. 

Today we struggle for demo¬ 
cratic government. In doing so, 
we are forced to recognize that 
this really means the acceptance 
of duties and responsibilities of 
government by the people them¬ 
selves. Something (more than 
merely* recording a vote when 
asked to do so on the occasion of, 
elections. 

Col. Haig recently called the 
attention of the war veterans of 
Canada to the fact that only 
twenty per cent of them belong¬ 
ed to their organizations, of 
which bodies there were some 
folurten or fifteen. He urged all 
veterans to organize for their 
own purposes, and that the or¬ 
ganizations stolould he unified— 
Canada being the last part of the 
British Empire to take this step. 

The oast few years have shown 
vjery p^inlv to the farmers that 
democracy adds greatly to the 
duties devolving upon the citizen. 
The election of farmer represent¬ 
atives to the parliaments, federal 
and provincial, did not by any 
means rill the bill. It is true they 
were of great and essential ad¬ 
vantage. but these actions needed 
supplementing. 

Legisltion may lay down the 
rules and regulations of the 
gaJme: but the players themselves 
must “play the game." Thence 
the necessity off organiznng for 
thie commercial activities of the 
farmer as wel as for the politics 
So we have, first, the wheat pool; 
later the live stock, dairy and 
poultry poils; and doubtless 
these will be followed by other 
equally essential forms of organ¬ 
ization. 

The very formation of these 
pools place responsibilities upon 
those who have contracted wfith

Spencer would be in his seat 
while a session was on. 

Mr. Spencer in his report which 
was given for* an hour each day 
tried to give a synopsis of the five 
months session; of course it had 
to he brief but showed that a 
great deal of work was necessary 
to prepare such a report. 

One thing about parliament 
there generally is a great deal of 
oratory for the greater part of 
the session and on one occasion 
in the dying hours of Parliament 
oVer one hundred millions of es¬ 
timates were put through in one 
night 7 s sitting. 

Some relief wlas obtained for 
the Hudson's Bay R.R. the Grain 
Act wag amended to be of some 
benefit, and the advance to the 
Home Bank depositors were cut 
to fifty per cent. 

The Rural credits bill was cut 
to the extent that it was useless. 
The Australian treaty was ques¬ 
tionable, and the shipping siib- 
sidj r a hoax. S. S. 13. resolution 
got scant recognition. The Crows 
Nlest Pass agreement was thrown 
on mercy of Railway commission. 
Budget proposals were not recog¬ 
nizable. Agriculture being ignor¬ 
ed. 

While the Progressives have 
acted as a ‘balance while in the 
House and do support good legis¬ 
lation fostered by either party it 
is charged by parties in some lo¬ 
calities that the platform of the 
progressives is an annex to liber¬ 
al platform, still thle two old par¬ 
ties join hands to quash votes 
against the granting of special 
privileges. 

During the session the Alberta 
Groiro voted the Liberals 

nineteen times; with conserva¬ 
tives twenty-two. while the Con¬ 
servatives voted with the U.F.A. 
Group eight times. 

The progressives fought hard 
against the grant of fiive million 
tol the Quebec Harbor. During 
1924 the Quebec’ Harbor handled 
five million bushels of grain and 
had facilities for many times that 
amount but still they had no 
trouble getting five million more. 

Mr. Splencer criticized many 
other items of legislation passed, 
which show reckless extravag¬ 
ance on the p/art of the govern¬ 
ment, and vet there are over nine 
hundred iindllion of tax free 
bonds which pay no tribute ho; the 
treasury of Canada. 

The vocal selections rendered 
at the convention were greatly 
enjoyed. Solos were given by 
Messrs T. W. Hayes, R. A. Beck 
and A. F. Aitken, a duet by 
Messrs Hays and Beck, and two 
selections by a chorus ioif six 
Voices, namely Messrs Hays 
Beck, Aitken, Neil, Farquarson 
and Skinner.

The British Petroleums have a 
number of teams busy drawing 
oil from the new No. 3. B., well 
to a tank car at Wainwright, from 
where it will be shipped a s soon 
as loaded. Since the well was 
brought in th e drillers kept the 
long bailer going fo*r 24 hours to 
see what impression could be 
made on the level *of the oil in 
hole. After this continuous test 
no impression appeared to have 
been made on the level of the 
oil. 

Tuesday, a pump was being in¬ 
stalled and as soon as some way 
can he devised for disposing of 
the production, the well will be 
ready for operation. The high 
quality of this oil, as compared 
with oil produced in other wells, 
should assure a ready market as 
soon as storage tanks and pipe 
line arrangements can be instal¬ 
led.

HOW TO HAND LI 

A NATURAL SWAR1V 

(Experimental Farms Note) 

“ There is a swarm of bees 
clustering in one of my trees— 
what shall I do?” comes the tele 
phone message. 

If you have mo 1 beekeeping 
equipment, invert a boix over the 
cluster and smoke or crowd the 
bees up into it; then place them 
where they w|ill be undisturbed 
and secure a hive as sio'on as pos¬ 
sible. 

A beekeeper -would use a com¬ 
plete hive containing ’frames of 
full sheets of foundation or 
drawn comb and should have a 
smoker going in case of need. 

To prevent the swarm from de¬ 
serting, open brood is often csed 
if procurable, or an excluder is 
placed between bottom board 
and hive body. 

If the branch on which the 
swarm is clustered is unimport¬ 
ant, it sbo-uld be cut without dis¬ 
turbing the bees, carried to the 
hive and the bees shaken from it 
in front of the entrance. Direct 
bees into hive by a few puffs of 
smoke. 

Should theh cluster support be 
iimmovable, brush, jar, cno\vd or 
smok e bees into a box from which 
they are demped in front of the 
hive entanc. 

e In case of a qceen with clip¬ 
ped wings, procedure is moTe 
simple. While the swarm is in 
airr, the dipped queen should be 
found on grass a few feet from 
th-e hive entrance, and caged. 
Next, mov e the old 'hive to a new 
location, substituting in its place 
, a complete hive, already describ¬ 
ed and stack the partly filled 
supers removed from the old 
hiv e above. The caged queen is 
placed in the entrance and all is 
ready for the srwartm which soon 
returns and enters the hive in 
seardhj of the queen. When a 
goodly number of bees have en¬ 
tered the hive, the queen is re¬ 
leased and enters too; then all 
start work with renewed vigour.

B. P. NO. 3. OIL 

SAMPLES TESTED 

Testing of oil s almples from the 
new No. 3B well at Wainwright, 
shows that the quality is the 
highest qualitty yet obtained 
from the field. The analysis was 
made by Dr. J. A. Kelso at the 1 
University of Alberta and shows 
that the gravity was nearly 19, 
stated Director ToM Sugars of 
the British Petroleums company, 1 
on Friday morning. 

Gravity tests of the oil from 
No. 1 B.P. well, resulted in 14 be¬ 
ing s hown, so it can be seen that : 
there is a marked improvement in 
the new producer. The gasoline 
content at No. 3B s above 10 per 
cent, so that ther e is no question 
a ( bout it being a commercial well, 
says Mr. Sugars. 

“It is our intention to put a 
plump in the new well right away 
and it should be thoroughly test¬ 
ed as to producive capacity in 
about two week. ” said Mr. Su 
gars. “ There is over 800 feet of j 
oil in the casing now but I would 
not say at present that it will run 
above 100 barrelsqper day.” 

It is also the intention to get 
further samples df tihe oil from 
the new well so that tests can be 
made by other parties. Regard¬ 
ing the other B. P. wells, Mr. Sui- 
gjars said that No. 3 will be closed 
up at once, but it will be kept, 
ready* for deep test if such is de¬ 
sired. No. 2 is running around 
3,000,000 cubic feet of gas per 
day and fuel for operating 1 pur¬ 
poses will be provided from this 
well. 

MIX WAIN HT 

AND TURNER OIL 

Oil from the Wainwright field 
may be sold in large quantities to 
the Imperial Oil company to use 
for mixing purposes with the 
high grade gasoline from' the 
Turner valley, so it was reported 
here on good authority on Mon¬ 
day. It is understood that there 
lias been some negotiating but 
that nothing of a definite nature 
will be decided until production 
at the new No. 3B well is deter¬ 
mined. 

By making use of the- Wain¬ 
wright oil, the Imperial company 
could reduce the Turner Valley 


product to the proper grade, it is 
claimed. The gravity of the 
southern gasoline i$ .73 and ahis 
is too high for satisfactory use in 
automobiles. 

Immediate steps are being tak¬ 
en to put the new Wainwright 
well on the pump in order to as¬ 
certain its productive capacity. 

Officials of the British Petro¬ 
leums company are reticent in re¬ 
gard to negotiations with the 
C.N.R. in regard to supplying 
fuel oil. They admit that further 
tests are being made and another 
carload from No. 4 well will be 
shipped out shortly. With pro¬ 
duction assured it is felt certain 
that a considerable amount of oil 
would he taken by the railway. 

A meeting of directors of the 
Western Consolidated company 
will be held in a few cfays to de¬ 
cide upon the drilling policy for 


the year. A. B. Palmer of Van¬ 
couver, is expected shortly and 
then there will be a full meeting 
of the directorate.
